A SHELL COSY: HOW TO/MAKE IT, 


ATERIALS: One hank artificial silk in | 
M shade preferred, 12 yards ribbon, j”’ 
wide, and three-quarters yard cotton- 
backed satin to match. 

Make a cosy of desired size (ordinary fan- 
shape) and cover with the satin. With the 
silk and crochet hook make ten chain, turn, 
and work one double crochet into each chain 
and one double crochet into the other side of 
each of the ten chain; make two chain, turn, 
and work one treble crochet, one chain, into 
every second double crochet of first row. 
Make two chain, turn, and work one double 


crochet into each stitch of preceding row; 
turn and re ‘this row. is forms the 
cone-shaped base of the cosy. Make three 


chain, turn, od work one treble crochet_one 
chain, one treble crochet (a) into every third 
stitch of preceding row, with two chain be- 
tween each. 

{a) Turn and repeat this row. Turn and re- 
neat, making three chain between each (a). 
Turn and make two treble crochet, two chain, 
two treble crochet (b) into each (a) of preced- 
ing row, makiag three chain between each. 

(b) Repeat this row. Lay crochet against 
ron! to see that it is growing into desired 

Continue, increasing chain between 
as required to keep crochet flat until of de- 
sired size. Make a second side exactly aa first 
and oversew the two sides together aróúnd 
top. Then, taking the ribbon, thread it 
through chain, cutting into lengths as re- 
quired, and finishing off under edge of crochet 
cone. Finish with a couple of loops of ribbon 
at top, slip over cosy, and secure with a 
couple of stitches. The cosy is now complete. 

This cosy may be made in any size desired, 
perhaps the daintiest being an afternoon tea 
size, measuring about twelve inches across 
base. and for this size less ribbon will be 
needed. It in mast simple of execution, and 
will last practically interminably. Instead of 
artificial silk. other material, such as Star 
Silko or D.M.C., may be used, and for 
harder wear, such as nursery use, Macramé 
thread in shade preferred or white crochet 
cotton (No. 24) may be substituted, and the 
latter has the advantage of looking very 
dainty and “going with"’ any table de- 
corations, and may be washed endlessly. For 
the cosy cover—that is, the lining for the 
crochet—any silky material preferred may be 
used, such as sateen; cotton-backed satin 
gives perhaps the best service, and its extra 
lustre throws up the beauty of crochet. 

Crochet, ribbon, and lining may all match,

oz ribbon and liming may be a couple of 
shades lighter, or im contrasting colour, and 
very charming effects, and a cosy that will 
match more than one tea outfit may ie 
effected. Lining and ribbon may also be 
changed at any time if desired, thus making 
quite a different looking cosy according to 
varying fancy. With a white cosy, white 
ribbons are perhaps most etty, thonth 
coloured ones may be chosea if preferred. A 
violet cosy may have pale mauve ribbons and 
lining; an old rose cosy, with deep old gold 
ribbons; shell- pink, with biscuit ribbons; 
old gold, with lemon ribbons, and with the 
two latter “ shell”’ costes, instead of flowers, 
one may have one’s bowl filled with shells— 
in the latter case (with the gold cosy) a little 
gold ink tipped and splashed on the shells will 
add to the charm. w. M.

Worse still, 


officer marks one 


result is that no one gets 


d, as it causes muc 
In the interests of the 


THE DIPPING OF SHEEP. 


A NEW REGULATION. 


The Free State Department of Agricultare 
have made a vew Order, the effect of which is 
to require that not only in July, as heretofore, 
but also in August, sheep exposed at markets, 
fairs or sale yards in the Free State must be i 


the prescribed regulations since the óist May 


This Order was rendered necestary owing to 
a change in the dipping periods in Northern 
In that area the month of August 
is now included in the ‘‘summer” — 
period ; so that sheep in the Six Counties neq 
not necessarily be dipped before the lst 
It is with a view to preventing the 
exposure of undipped shee 
Free State markets, etc., in August that the 
Department have made the Order in question. 

No change has been made in the regulation 
which requires that during the period from 
the 1st of September to the 15th of November 
sheep exposed at Free State markets, fairs or 
sale yards must be accompanied by a declara- 
tion to show that they had been dipped twice 
since the 3ist July previous. 

As regards Northern Ireland, sheep from 
the Free State moved 
similar exposure for sale during July and 
August must be accompanied by a declaration 
as to dipping since Slst May—that is, they 
are admitted to those markets, etc., in that 
period on the same conditions as in the Free

For the beginning to-day of their week 
in the North of Ireland, the Duke and 
Duchess Of York had beautiful weather.‘ 
The morning sunshine was welcomed, for 
the sake of. the Royal visitors and for 
their own sake, by the many thousands of 
people who had assembled at Bangor, the 
popular holiday resort at the mouth cf 
Belfast Lough, to witness the arrival in 
the Lough and the landing at Bangor 


Pier. 


The Duke and Duchess of York had left 
London on Friday night by train for 
Stranraer. This morning, after a little 
ceremony of greeting by the inhabitants 
of the Scottish port, they boarded the 
destroyer Wryneck (Commander W. J. 
Whitworth, D.S.O.), for the short crossing 


to Ireland. 


By the courtesy of the Belfast Harbour | 
Commissioners, Í was on board the steam 
tender Musgrave, which took the Com- 
missioners from Belfast to the mouth of 
the Lough, where they were the first 
representatives of the North of Ireland to 
give official welcomé to the Reyal visitors. 


THE ARRIVAL. 


The morning had been one of bright 
_ sunshine from an early hour, but gradu- 
ally masses of greyish cloud gathered over 
the inland heights, the sun was dimmed 
ior a time, and showers seemed near. 
Ther did not come, however, and the 
greying-over served pleasantly to moderate 
the earlier starkness of sun-glare and to 
soften the view. It cast a pearly vague- 
ness over the unornamental parts of the 
city, and gave a sweetness to the greeu 
shores of the Lough. Across the. straits 
one could discern the Scottish coast, and 
soon after midday, when the sun con- 
quered the upper mists again, a black 
spot midway soon showed itself as the 
approaching warship: The Lough was 
dotted with hundreds of white and red- 


sailed yachts. “- 


As the ship came nearer and caught the 
sun the black changed to light grey, for 
the Wryneck had been smartened up for 
ihe occasion. It seemed to be but a few 
minutes till the vessel was brought to a 
stop opposite Bangor Pier. The Mus- 
grave—slower, however, than a score nÍ 
yachts and motor boats which quickly 
surrounded the Wryneck, with cheering 
parties aboard them—went alongside and 


a gangway was lowered. 


On the after-deck of the Wryneck the 
Duke and Duchess of York were descried 
as the centre of a brilliant group, which 
included the Governor of Northern Ire- 
land (the Duke of Abercorn), who had 
travelled from London. with the Royal 
party; Captain B. V. Brooke, C.V.O., 
R.N. (Comptroller to the Duke of York);

DEDICATION CEREMONY. 


Sunday. 

Inexpressibly beautiful in its simplicity and 
humble reverence was the dedication to-da 
in Liverpool’s new Cathedral of the nort 
transept, which will go down to future 
generations as a memorial to the sailors and 
soldiers of Liverpool and district who gave 
their lives in the Great War. Among the 
vast gathering, which filled every available 
mart of the Cathedral, were the relatives and 
friends of the departed heroes, and it was 
noticeable that many of these—the majority 
being women-—wore decoration. which had 
heen won by dear ones. The Primate of All 
Fngland, the Archbishop of York, visiting 
Bishops and high Church dignitaries repre- 
sented the Church, as established by law in 
england; civic heads were also present, while 
thousands of people were rerforce compelled 
to remain outside to join in spirit in the great 
Service of praise and remembrance. 

The prayers, psalms and hymns were 
peculiarly appropriate to the occasion, speaking, 
as they did, in words of praise, hope, resigna- 
tion and remembrance of what the Bishop of 
Liverpool, in a touching address, characterised 
as the great sacrifice made for the good of 
mankind by those whose memory was com- 
memorated and perpetuated. 

There was a tense moment when the Arch- 
hishop of York, the Bishop of Liverpool, the 
bishop of Warrington and members of the 
principal Chapter proceeded from the sanctu- 

and encircled the cenotaph. Sir Arthur 
stunley drew the covering Union Jack aside, 
avd there was revealed in all its beauty the 
restieg place of the Golden Book of the Dead, 
which might have been illuminated by the 
niouks of old so beautitully it is wrought. It 
contains the names of over 40,000 men from 
the Liverpool Diocese who feil in the war. 
Added to the witchery of the music, beauti- 
fully rendered by the Cathedral choir, there 
was the stirrifig military touch of ‘* The Last 
Post " and the “ Reveille.’’ After the unveil- 
ing the dedicatory prayers were said by the 
Archhishop of York, and a fitting finale was 
the National Anthem, sung with more than 
usual heartiness by the congregation, the 
grand organ, under a masterly hand, accom- 
panyimg it 


THE KING'S WREATH. 

After the Service the King and Queen in- 
spected the interior of the Cathedral, His 
Majesty placing a lovely wreath, tied with 
Roya! purple, on the cenotaph. Then followed 
a notable incident. The Queen, whose interest 
in and knowledge of art craft is well known, 
seemed to be particularly impressed with the 
beauty of the design of the memorial chapel, 
and sent for the brilliant young architect, Sir 
(tiles Gilbert Scott. whom the King had 
honoured the previous evening at Knowsley 
with a Knigithood, and it was noticed that 
the Queen followed with deep interest the ex- 
planations which Sir Gilbert afforded her. 

Before leaving the vicinity of the Cathedral 
the King personally inspected the guard of 
honour of 2.000 members of the British 
Legion. all of them  bemedalled, some of 
whom. notably a Victoria Cross hero, His Ma- 
iestv shook by the hand. The Royal party, 
accomnanied by Lord Derby, drove back to 
Knowsley through a cheering multitude.

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BRITISH BUILDING 
DISPUTE, 
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TALK ABOUT THE “ HIDDEN 
HAND.” 

Mr. Barran, Chairman of the National 
Federation of Building Trade Operatives, ad- 
dressing a mass meeting of the building trade 
strikers in: Manchester yesterday, said that 
they found that the men they had been nego- 
tiating with were only there as puppets, and, 
because of something which had not yet been 
clearly established, the agreement was repu- 
diated. at 

The employers had accepted the principle 
that the hours of labour should be regulated 
by the requirements of the industry, but the 
hidden hand behind the employers had inter- 
vened to break down the agreement. 

Until they could have some guarantee that 
the people whom they had to meet to nego- 
tiate conditions had both the will and .the 
power to sign these agreements 14 was abso- 
lutely impossible for them to enter into any 
negotiations. , ! 

Mr. R. Coppock, the General Secretary, 
said that if all the men were brought out “in 
the industry they would injure themselves 
and give more hope to the employers. 

Reviewing the situation, he said that they 
were highly satisfied with the progress made, 
and he believed they would win. 


MISS MARY MACSWINEY.

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THE ONLY BORDER SHE 
RECOGNISES. 


Speaking at a Republican meeting in Bailie- 
horough, Co. Cavan, vesterday, Miss Mary 
McSwiney declared that they would tolerate 
no border in Ireland but ‘‘ God's own border, 
the ’. The Republican Government ex- 
tended to every corner of Ireland, and Sir 
James Craig was as much a citizen of the 
Republic as she was. . The Republic was pro- 
claimed in 1916, and its Government was 
established in 1918 by the overwhelming vote 
of the people. It had never been disestab- 
lished, and could not be disestablished. 

People asked: “ What about the will of the 
people”. A majority had certain rights in 
regard to internal affairs, but it had no right 
to give away the independence of the nation. 
In a speech at Cavan on Saturday night

LIBERAL PARTY'S PLAN 
OF REFORM. 


ELIMINATE, THE 
ROYALTY OWNER. 


Mr. Lloyd George addressed a cpowded 
meeting at Chesterfield. on Saturday ón the 
subject of conditions in the coal industry and 
the need for and the advantages of reform. 
He advocated closer co-operation between 
miners and the mine-owners, and the elimina- 
» tion of the royalty owners. 

“ It is essential to the efficient working of 
the industry,”’ he said, “that the Capitalist. 
who contributes nothing, and the exercise of 
whose powers simply hinders and hampers and 
confuses—that is the private owner of the 
minerals—should be eliminated from the con 
cern. There are 4,000 of them. They have 
invested no capital in the opening and work- 
ing of the concerns by which they profit. 

"“ The mine-owners take heavy risks. Some 
of them win; some of them lose; some of them 
do very well; some do very badly, and many 
of them only just pull through. But taking 
the gains and the losses through and through, 
I do not believe that the return on the ‘whole 
of the capital invested in the exploitation ot 
our mineral resources can be regarded by any 
fair-minded man as excessive. 


PROFITS WITHOUT RISKS. 


“ But when you come to the owner of the 
minerais he risks nothing He only stands 
to gain, and for the six millions a year which 
he draws from the industry, what does he 
put in? Has he: invested his earnings in the 
opening up and working of the mine’ Not a 

enny. Does he take any risks? . None. 
Joes he put any thought into it? Not an 
idea. Personal danger? Oh, no! Initiative? 
None. Erterprise? Not a spark. How many 
coalfields ..ave been discovered by the mineral 
owners? How many have been opened up? 
Precious few. They wake up to find them- 
selves wealthy at thé expense of the efforts, 
the risks, the perils of others. Buy them out 
and let the ownership rest as it does in many, 
if not in most other countries in the com- 
munity. 

“ But it is objected that by doing so we 
are accepting the very pfihciple of nationaliga- 
tion which we are denouncing. ‘Surely, there 
Is a great difference between the nation 
owning the minerals under the soil and the 
Socialists’ scheme for employing the clumsy 
machinery of the State in working those 
minerals as a business. For it is a business. 
It is the business not merely of winning the 
coal; it is the business also of selling it in 
competition with the coal producers of the 
world. In many countries the ownership of 
the minerals is vested in the State, but their 
operation is left to private enterprise with 
its initiative and its incentive. 


COMMUNITY’S RISKS. 

“We are drawing a distinction between 
ownership of the unworked minerals and of 
all the rights that may be necessary for work- 
ing them and the actual machinery for work- 
ing these minerals. We have proposed that 
this great national asset, the most valuable 
coal measures in Europe, should be vested in 
an impartial body of experienced men, with 
no responsibility to anyone except to the 
community. And we propose that this 
national asset should be administered ex- 
clusively in the interests of the community. 
We propose to pay a fair price to the exist- 
ing Owners; we are utteriy opposed to the 
proposal which has been made of confiscating 
the legal rights of the mineral owners.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George referred to the con 
ditions in which the mine workers live, and 
said that the Liberal Party proposed that a 
deduction of between seven and ten miliions 
should be made from the purchase price aid 
to the royalty owners in order to creasa a 
fund for improving the amenities of life in 
the colliery villages. 

‘It ‘is a fair deduction,” he declared. “It 
is only a belated acknowledgment by the 
royalty owners of what they ought to have 
done in the past. I observe that the Minis- 
ter of Mines refers to these proposals as a 
Liberal joke. Surely, they are not as great 
a joke as the putting of a Glasgow sailor in 
charge of the Daparuant of Mines.”

Mr. Lloyd George, in an address at the 
ms of a War Memorial Hall at Criccieth 
yesterday, said that he hoped that all asperi- 
ties would be softened when disputants re- 
membered the object of the memorial. If the 
powerful German Army had succeeded, free- 
dom would have been put back centuries in 
Europe, and force would Lave been the domi- 
nant factor. If our millions of brave soldiers 
and sailors had not volunteered, we might. to- 
day have been discussing different terms in 
Berlin to those being discussed in London at 
the Conference called to arrange the best 
method of putting the peace terms into opera- 
tion. 

The question to ask now was what they 
thought would have been the terms if the 
German Army had conquered. France, Italy, 
Belginm and the United States of America. 
with her infinite resources, could not have car- 
ried on the war against the despotism of Ger- 
many had it not been for our sailors, many 
hundreds of whom lost their lives in the 
great struggle for their country. 

Mr. Lloyd George congratulated the citizens 
of Criccieth and the district for having raised 
so beautiful and serviceable a memorial, and 
having launched it on its career free of debt.

Grave unemployment already exists and is 
increasing, and if credits are not forthcoming 
for the purchase of machinery and raw 
materials, this will tend still further to in- 
crease. | 

Dzerjinsky, head of the Supreme Economic 
Council, has. recently been making some 
pointed remarks about the low rate of produc- 
tion in industry sm -proportion to the staffs 
carried. State-managed enterprises are always 
liable to this form:of abuse, as was seen to a 
certain extent in Great Britain during the 
war, and Dzerjinsky has stated in so many 
words that every man who really works has 
three officials on his back to adminster the 
fruits of his toil. If the pinch increased in 
severity many of these '' passengers would 
be dropped, and this would be bound to cause 
further unemployment and discontent. 

NAVVIES AS CARPENTERS. 

In this connection some recent changes in 
the regulations for the Labour Exchanges are 
significant. The first made it impossible for 
anyone coming from the country to be re- 
gistered as unemployed in Moscow or obtain 
the privileges attaching thereto; whilst a very 
recent rule makes it possible for the employer 
of labour te have a say as to those of the 
unemployed whom he will accept, it having 
been possible hitherto for a man who wanted, 
say, a hundred carpenters to be supplied with 
a miscellaneous collection of students, day- 
labourers, artists, engineers and professors, or 
persons who had chosen to register as such. 

The needs of industry have made it neces- 
sary that only efficient men should be em- 
ployed. 

Herr Tablbeimer stated during the Con: 
gress of the Communist International that 
without the large stocks of all kinds in- 
herited from Tsardom, the Bolshevik Govern. 
ment could never have had the success it 
had enjoyed. This advantage cannot last 
much longer, for these gtocks are becoming 
either exhausted or worn out, and must be 
replaced of replenished at all costs. 

A question of great importance is that of 
the harvest, which must always play a great 
role in a country like Russia, and not even 
the most optimistic accounts of this year's 
crops represent them as being up to those ol 
last. This will bring the Government face 
to face with a serious dilemma. If they do 
not export enough to cover urgently neces- 
sary imports, their exterior situation is 
bound to become worse, whilst if they export 
too much, the interior situation will be far 
from enviable, faced as they will be with 
demands for grain from those regions where 
the crops have been bad. 

Looking at all the circumstances objectively, 

one is forced to the conclusion that without 
and from abroad the situation of Russia in 
the autumn of this year will not be a good 
one, and that whatever measures she may 
take they will only be palliatives, staving 
off the dav when she must face facts. 
It is not necessary that she should face 
this day in such a manner, or in such cir- 
cumstances. She can satisfy foreign claims 
within her borders whenever she will, and 
can grant important concessions in such a 
way as to be of equal advantage to the 
foreigner and to herself. 

She has industry after industry simply call- 
ing out for exploitation, which, however, she 
is unable to exploit with her own resources.

PARIS, July 19. 

A case, involving the whole question of the 
compromise settlement (reghement transac- 
tionnel) of the affairs of the Banque Indus- 
trielle de Chine, which was epproved by the 
French Chamber and Senate, has just been 
decided by the Third Appeal Court. 

The trustee of the settlement called on the 
shareholders of the bank to pay ap the last 
quarter of their subscriptions. One share- 
holder, Baron de Bastard, refused to pay the 
remainder of his subscription until after the 
conclusion of the suit against the former 
management of the bank, now before the 
Appeal Court. 

The Commerce Tribunal ordered. Baron de 
Bastard to make the payment demanded ; he 
appealed againat this decision. Jf he had won 
his apneal, the consequence would have been 
that the shareholders who had already paid 
up their quota would have had due cause for 
grievance. while those who had not responded 
to the call would have had the right to defer 
payment. The Appeal Court, however, gave 
a judgement against Baron de Bastard, who 
was ordered to pav up the remaining quarter 


of his holding.—{Reuter.)

The general arrangements ap- 
pear to have been entirely inadequate for 
this big occasion. Mr. Myrick, President of 
tne American Lawn Tennis Association, 
threatened to withdraw his team from the 
tournament, unless buckets of water were 
rovided under each umpire’s chair. . The 
British Captain was obliged to buy towels 
for the use of his team, as none had been 
provided. On one occasion the ladies who 
were down .to play at 2 o'clock were unable 
to gain admission to their dressing rooms 
until 2.15. The crowd have been able to 
waader over the courts on their way to their 
seats while matches were in progress, and they 
have had no shade of any description from 
the sweltering heat. The players may be 
forgiven if their nerves have been a little 
jaded and aggravated by the umpires, who 
have allowed the shouts to influence their de- 
cisions, and have overruled the calls of their 
own linesmen. Such organisation is not 
werthy of the fine sportsmen, who in some 
eases have travelled thousands of miles to 
compete. It is hard to understand why the 
fine permanent stadium at St. Cloud was not 
used; the players would have found all they 
wanted there. I remember the lawn tennis 
conditions at the Olympic Games at Antwerp 
in 1920 were in much the same state of un- 
preparedness. Unless something can be done 
to ensure perfect conditions at Rome in 
1928 it may be that we shall have seen the 
end of Olympic lawn tennis. 

The British team, as far as the men go, 
have fared badly; our last, and two, hopes in 
Kingscote and Gilbert were beaten by 
Borotra and Harada (of Japan), respectively, 
last Wednesday. The champion played his 
most imspired game against Kingscote, and 
gave him no quarter. Gilbert, ever steady, 
put up a better fight against Japan, but he 
found Harada a harder hitter on the hard 
courts of Paris than he was on grass at 
Wimbledon. The great heat was also to the 
liking of the Japanese players. The easy 
defeat of our two double pairs at the hands 
of Czecho-Slovakia and Spain came as a 
shock.
